Death of Hon. John Work. 
The lata Hun. John Work, whose death, 
at the ripe aye of 70, is noted in our obitu- 
ary columri 61 to-dnv, entered the employ of' 
the Hudson's li.iy Company i:t 1811, ami 
served oil the east of the Rocky Mountains 
till 1 822, whi-n lie nam e to the west side, 
and in the course of a few years established 
at Colville a very productive farm — the first 
attempl ut agriculture in British or Ameri- 
can possessions west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, and an achievement ol no small im- 
portance in those early duys, when the fur 
traders had to be mainly dependent upon 
themselves lor the cultivation of graiu and 
the production of other supplies necessary 
for their own subsistence and the support ol 
out-lying posts. He was subsequontly for 
several years in charge of trapping parlies, 
hunting amongst the hostile Ulackleet, iu 
the great plains east of Colville, or in tllieal 
of heaver ulllidst the reeds and luld Swamps 
on the Bay of San Francisco and on tlie 
ower Sacramento. 

From 1835 io 1849 Mr. Work was in 
charge of the Hudson Bay Company's bu.-i- 
ness at Fort Simpson, on ihe Northwest 
Coast of British Columbia. In the latter 
year tie was stationed at this place us one 
of the managers of Iho Company's: alfairs 
west of the Rocky Mountains, and soon alter 
■was appointed a member of the Legislative 
Council ol Vancouver Island, a positiou he 
retained till the day of his death. 

Until the formation id this Colony. Mr. 
Work had always ex pi eased a fond intention 
ol .-pending the evening of Ills days ill Ills 
native laud, the north of Ireland; but the 
prospect of a civilized Lome on this island, 
under British institutions, induced him to 
scale here, where lie acquired considerable 
property aiid became one of the curliest and 
most enterprising farmers in Victuria Dis- 
triei.
